POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
MORE ON THE ASSASSINATION 
The fourth anniversary, Wednesday, Nov. 22, of 
President Kennedy’s assassination seems likely 
to reawaken controversy about the circumstances 
surrounding his death. The official explanation, 
contained in the Warren Commission report, is 
that a single assassin, Lee Harvey Oswald, fired 
the shots that killed the President. 
Books and 
magazine articles challenging this conclusion have 
become so numerous as almost to constitute a 
new literary genre. 
A year ago, Esquire published a picture purport­ 
ing to show a man leaning against a car on the 
grassy knoll near Dealey Plaza in Dallas and 
aiming a rifle at the President’s head. 
Life 
questioned the Warren Report theory that Kennedy 
and Texas Gov. John Connally were wounded by a 
single bullet. 
This year’s major attack on the 
Warren Report appears to be Six Seconds in Dallas, 
a book by Haverford College professor Josiah 
Thompson, which will be published on Monday, 
Nov. 27 (and is condensed in the Dec. 2 issue of 
The Saturday Evening Post). Based on his micro­ 
scopic study of films of the shooting, Thompson 
argues that three gunmen were involved in the 
assassination and that two separate bullets struck 
the President in the head. 
Meanwhile, in New Orleans, District Attorney 
Jim Garrison continues to press his investigation 
of the Kennedy assassination. 
Garrison’s most 
recent pronouncement on the subject, made two 
months ago in New York, was that the assassins 
were “big business, Texas style — a handful of 
tremendously oil-rich, psychotic individuals.” He 
said also that several Dallas policemen were in­ 
volved as “connecting links” among the assassins. 
The only person charged to date with conspiracy 
by Garrison is Clay L. Shaw, a retired New Or­ 
leans businessman. 
Last July, after Shaw had 
been indicted on the conspiracy charge, Garrison 
filed a motion seeking an early trial date. So far 
there has been no trial, but Garrison has hinted 
that it will be held early in 1968.

The nation has see ft better years in which to

THE “ NEW DEAL” 
THANKSGIVING 
Thursday, Nov. 23, is the first day of a four-day 
holiday 
for thousands of Americans. 
It is, of 
course, Thanksgiving Day. In a proclamation is­ 
sued on Nov. 9, President Johnson tempered grat­ 
itude for “material and spiritual blessings” with 
a reminder of the “ special sorrows and disap­ 
pointments” arising from the war in Viet Nam 
and civicl strife in the cities. 
Thanksgiving has not always been observed on 
the fourth Thursday of November. For years it 
was celebrated on the final Thursday, which meant 
that sometimes the holiday fell on one of the last 
two days of the month. This is what was due to 
happen in 1939. 
But in August of that year, 
President Roosevelt announced that he intended 
to move the celebration forward one week, to 
Nov. 23. 
The objective was to provide six addi­ 
tional pre-Christmas shopping days and thus to 
stimulate business. 
Retail merchants, not ordinarily among FDR’s 
strongest supporters, heartily endorsed the “ New 
Deal” Thanksgiving date. 
But traditionalists, 
calendar manufacturers, school officials and 
numerous politicians were indignant. 
“ Has the 
President given any thought to abolishing winter?” 
the late Sen. Styles Bridges (R-N. H.) asked. 
Leverett Saltonstall, then governor of Massa­ 
chusetts, opted for Nov. 30 observance of Thanks­ 
giving and remarked: “ Not for the inauguration 
of Christmas shopping is this day set aside.” 
Nowadays, to judge from the early appearance 
of gift catalogues and of special advertising sup­ 
plements in newspapers, 
Christmas 
shopping 
starts well in advance of Thanksgiving Day. If 
the holiday were required to keep pace, it might 
have to be moved all the way forward to the first 
Thursday in November.

NO MORE LABOR C RISES? 
Vision of A Strikeless Nation 
Washington, D. C.: — There 
still 
is a fighting chance that 
there will be Industrial peace in 
our lifetimes -- that in 20 years 
or so this will lie a strikeless 
nation, a land in which no in­ 
dustry will be paralyzed by m as­ 
sive walkouts, and that it will all 
come about peacefully without the 
prodding of an angry C ongress or 
White House. 
Mark well the place and date 
at which history will record that 
all this began; Oct. 11, in 
the 
Hotel Shoreham here. Some 33 
men of steel labor met and de­ 
bated. What they did there has 
been variously reported. But the 
actual story was not told. 
At that meeting of the United 
Steelworkers’ International Exe­ 
cutive Board they discussed a 
joint labor-management proposal 
to surrender the right to strike 
and to lock out employes. There 
was no vote, no agreement, no 
rejection. 
Eight 
regional 
di­ 
rectors strongly championed the 
elusive 
dream 
of 
Industrial 
peace. Fight were against. They 
were led by the powerful Chicago 
regional chief Joe Germano. 
The other 14 directors listened 
mostly to the proposals of the 
three national officers, led by the 
white-haired, 59-year-old presi­ 
dent, I. W\ Abel, now leing more 
and more frequently discussed as 
the successor to AFL-CIOpresi­ 
dent George Me any. 
These are battle-hardened men, 
sophisticates who know that they 
really were not talking about giv­ 
ing up the absolute right to strike. 
They know the record. At least 
13 tim es in the last 20 go-rounds 
with the Industry, the govern­ 
ment, through the White House, 
had zeroed in on them and forced 
them to settle without a strike.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
MORE ON THE ASSASSINATION 
The fourth anniversary, Wednesday, Nov. 22, of 
President Kennedy’s assassination seem s likely 
to reawaken controversy about the circumstances 
surrounding his death. The official explanation, 
contained in the Warren Commission report, is 
that a single assassin, Lee Harvey Oswald, fired 
the shots that killed the President. 
Books and 
magazine articles challenging this conclusion have 
become so numerous as almost to constitute a 
new literary genre. 
A year ago, Esquire published a picture purport­ 
ing to show a man leaning against a car on the 
grassy knoll near Dealey Plaza in Dallas and 
aiming a rifle at the President’s head. 
Life 
questioned the W arren Report theory that Kennedy 
and Texas Gov. John Connally were wounded by a 
single bullet. 
This year’s major attack on the 
Warren Report appears to be Six Seconds in Dallas, 
a book by Haverford College professor Josiah 
Thompson, which will be published on Monday, 
Nov. 27 (and is condensed in the Dec. 2 issue of 
The Saturday Evening Post). Based on his micro­ 
scopic study of films of the shooting, Thompson 
argues that three gunmen were involved in the 
assassination and that two separate bullets struck 
the President in the head. 
Meanwhile, in New Orleans, District Attorney 
Jim Garrison continues to press his investigation 
of the Kennedy assassination. 
Garrison’s most 
recent pronouncement on the subject, made two 
months ago in New York, was that the assassins 
were “ big business, Texas style — a handful of 
tremendously oil-rich, psychotic individuals.” He 
said also that several Dallas policemen were in­ 
volved as “ connecting links’* among the assassins. 
TJie only person charged to date with conspiracy 
by Garrison is Clay L. Shaw, a retired New Or­ 
leans businessman. 
Last July, after Shaw had 
been indicted on the conspiracy charge, Garrison 
filed a motion seeking an early trial date. So far 
there has been no trial, but Garrison has hinted 
that it will be held early in 1968.

NOT THE BEST, BUT FAR 
FROM THE WORST 
The nation has seeh better years in which to 
"celebrate Thanksgiving.

more months of bloodletting, of brother killing 
brother, were still to be endured. 
Yet the people gave thanks — not merely for

I and more perfect Union. 
True, there have been more placid years than 
I 1967. 
But if anyone knows of a time when there 
I were no crises on the horizon, when life was bet-

let him step forward and we will listen to his 
case for calling off the holiday.

THE “ NEW DEAL” 
THANKSGIVING 
Thursday, Nov. 23, is the first day of a four-day 
holiday 
for thousands of Americans. 
It is, of 
course, Thanksgiving Day. In a proclamation is­ 
sued on Nov. 9, President Johnson tempered grat­ 
itude for “ material and spiritual blessings” with 
a reminder of the “ special sorrows and disap­ 
pointments” arising from the war in Viet Nam 
and civicl strife in the cities. 
Thanksgiving has not always been observed on 
the fourth Thursday of November. For years it 
was celebrated on the final Thursday, which meant 
that sometimes the holiday fell on one of the last 
two days of the month. This is what was due to 
happen in 1939. 
But in August of that year, 
President Roosevelt announced that he intended 
to move the celebration forward one week, to 
Nov. 23. 
The objective was to provide six addi­ 
tional pre-Christmas shopping days and thus to 
stimulate business. 
Retail merchants, not ordinarily among FDR’s 
strongest supporters, heartily endorsed the “New 
Deal” Thanksgiving date. 
But traditionalists, 
calendar manufacturers, school officials and 
numerous politicians were indignant. 
“ Has the 
President given any thought to abolishing winter?” 
the lute Sen. Styles Bridges (R-N. H.) asked. 
Leverett Saltonstall, then governor of Massa­ 
chusetts, opted for Nov. 30 observance of Thanks­ 
giving and remarked: “ Not for the inauguration 
of Christmas shopping is this day set aside.” 
Nowadays, to judge from the early appearance 
of gift catalogues and of special advertising sup­ 
plements in newspapers, 
Christmas 
shopping 
starts well in advance of Thanksgiving Day. If 
the holiday were required to keep pace, it might 
have to be moved all the way forward to the first 
Thursday in November.

Although the Braves moved to 
cla ss M this season, they reached 
that level of competition by five 
students.

Pull stitches up close 
but not too tight. If doing crewel embroidery do not pull toe 
tight as yarn has some spring in it and should not look 
stretched. 
Blend colors rather than place two unharmonizmg colors 
together. When finished, the underside of the work should 
look as near like the top side as possible. This helps in the 
pressing, too. as all embroidery work should be pressed on 
the wrong side over a well-padded surface.

Glue Stain on Fabric

DEAR IRENE—Rather than work on this spot yourself you 
should have called the store from which the chair was 
purchased and let the responsibility of removing it be theirs.

\ou have tampered with it, I still suggest that you call and 
explain the circumstances.

DEAR POLLY—and Mrs. 
J. T —I do a lot of em broid­ 
ery and have had entries at our Fair. First, never tie a knot 
in the floss to begin the work. Leave a half-inch or so oi 
floss loose on the back to be caught up under the first few 
stitches as they are pulled up. and the end will be covered 
When the end in the needle gets short, weave the needle back 
under several finished stitches, pull needle out and clip any 
remaining end. 
Keep the stitches accurate, small and neat. Do not use too 
many strands of floss or the work will appear heavy. Gauge 
the floss by the weight of the m aterial. Pull stitches up close 
but not too tight. If doing crewel em broidery do not pull toe 
tight as yam has some spring in it and should not look 
stretched. 
Blend colors rather than place two unharmonizing colors 
together. When finished, the underside of the work should 
look as near like the top side as possible. This helps in the 
pressing, too, as all embroidery work should be pressed on 
the wrong side over a well-padded surface. And. last, have
